Christ Is Risen 


By Paul Keller 


Edward R. Murrow’s television production “SEE IT 
NOW” is one of the most fascinating and educational 
productions coming into our homes. If he hasn’t already 
done it, I believe that he could make a real thriller dur- 
ing the Easter season, the greatest thriller of all time— 
THE RESURRECTION OF JESUS CHRIST. 

There is no event in history that is so packed full of 
excitement as this. All of the emotional impact of the 
centuries is written into the story as it comes to us in 
the Gospels. And, aside from the fact of the resurrection, 
one is intrigued by the drama of human emotions search- 
ing desperately for definition and expression. 

One thing is certain about Easter—Christ did rise from 
the dead. Another fact is clear, namely, that this story 
has not been manufactured in order to convince men 
that it happened. The events, as they involve the women 
and the disciples of Jesus is too typically human to war- 
rant any suggestion that this is a concocted historical 
farce. They acted just as human beings would react in 
the face of such a tremendous reality. 

Everyone doubted that Jesus had risen. This fact is 
emphatic. Mary and Mary Magdalene went to the tomb, 
and found it deserted. They heard these words from a 
“young man” (Mark 16:5), “Do not be amazed; you seek 
Jesus of Nazareth, who was crucified. He has risen, he 
is not here; see the place where they laid him.” Then 
they were directed (Mark 16:7), “But, go, tell his dis- 
ciples and Peter that he is going before you to Galilee; 
there you will see him, as he told you.” 

What did the women do? How did they react? “And 
they went out and fled from the tomb; for trembling and 
astonishment had come upon them; and they said nothing 
to any one, for they were afraid” (Mark 16:8). And here, 
the original text of Mark ends filled with emotions one 
would expect.. There is “astonishment,” “trembling,” 
and “fear.” In fact, for a time they were so utterly over- 
come that they were unable to speak. Perhaps they 
wondered who in the world would believe them anyway. 

Risen? The women had seen the empty tomb, and 
heard the assurance that their Lord had risen from the 
dead. Did they believe it? No! How dare they believe 
such a ridiculous story, but what were they to tell the 
disciples and Peter? Turning to John 20:2-4 we find the 
answer. They told the disciples and Peter “they have 
taken away our Lord, and we do not know where they 
have laid him.” After all, this was a more sensible sug- 
gestion than resurrection. So sensi- 
ble, in fact, that unbelievers and ag- 
nostics would make a point of this 
in generations to come. Men would 
say—‘He didn’t rise”—“Easter is a 
farce”—‘‘Someone took his body and 
hid it, and they (meaning the dis- 
ciples) made up the story about a 
resurrection. 1900 years have passed, 
and talk such as this is “old hat.” 
This is the first thing an unbeliever 
will say of Easter, but it does one 
good to know that the historians 
who recorded the resurrection were 
honest enough to admit that the 
most immediate friends and associ- 
ates of Jesus were overcome with 
the same type of logic themselves as 
they stood before the miracle of a 
possible resurrection. For, when the

Lutheran Leader Questions 
Current Religious Revival 


‘Dayton, O.—Some misgivings over 
the depth and quality of the current 
religious revival in this country were 
voiced here by Dr. Franklin Clark Fry 
of New York, president of the United 
Lutheran Church in America. 


Although he welcomed this new in- 
terest in religion and the Church, Dr. 
Fry told 32 synodical presidents of the 
Church here for their biennial con- 
ference, one must ask how much of it 
“comes from anxiety arising from the 
threat of doom that hangs over us and 
casts a shadow of which we are all 
half-conscious all the time.” 


“Hven danger can draw a man to 
God, but it can draw him out of many 
motives and for the wrong things,” he 
said. “Religion is not simply a way to 
get a selfish peace of mind or a shield 
for one’s own life.” 


The Lutheran leader said he was 
sceptical of much of the religion that 
has recently become popular because 
‘it is so vague.” 


“When it talks about prayer, it ap- 
parently means prayer to anybody,” 


he said. “God is not clearly defined— 
any God will do. Faith can be faith 
in. anything—faith in yourself or, by a 
peculiar twist, faith in faith itself. 


“Tike victory of God is bound up 
with our American triumph, even with 
a man’s own personal prosperity. God 
is somehow caught in our web, instead 
of the opposite. 


“Ideas ‘like that are 
turned-upside-down.”

Dr. Fry also decried a current idea 
that “doors are being opened to Chris- 
tianity wider than ever in other lands.” 


“It just isn’t true,” he said. “Many 
of them have shut with a bang and 
others are visibly closing. 


“But Christ has gone through doors 
in the past and He can still do so. That 
is the solid reason why we dare to go 
on believing in our cause.” 


The U.L.C.A. president, starting his 
10th year as head of the largest Lu- 
theran church body in North America 
with a membership of over 2,150,000, 
said he was awed by the “advance and 
high morale” of the denomination. 


“There is so much momentum in the 
United Lutheran Church these days 
that the leaders have to keep moving 
fast to avoid having their troops—the 
rank and file of pastors and congre- 
gations—run over them,” he said. 


“What we need most now is a gen- 
eration of new Pauls. God deserves to 
have the best minds in this generation 
to serve Him and His people.”

The university pointed out that in 
1931 twelve per cent of the total stu- 
dent body studied theology as com- 
pared to only four per cent in 1954. 


Only 286 young people were en- 
rolled in the theological seminary out 
of 6,359 students in all schools of Upp- 
sala University. 


The apparent lack of interest among 
Swedish youth for the study of the- 
ology is further underlined by the fact 
that more scholarships have been of- 
fered to students of theology than te 
the students in any other field. 
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“Almost every second theology stu- 
dent is here on a scholarship, while in 
the other schools the ratio is about 
60 to 1,” the university reported. 


The dearth of students in the divini- 
ty school becomes the more alarming 
when viewed against the general 
shortage of trained ministers in the 
Church of Sweden, the university bul- 
letin added. 


It pointed out, that the lack of min- 
isters recently caused the Swedish 
government to suggest that 200 pas- 
toral posts could be cut from the 
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State Church’s budget in order 
chieve savings. 

However, if this were done, the 
of some Swedish pastorates woul 
crease to the point where some 
tors would be in charge of up to 4 
members. 

The Church has pointed out tha 
size of a congregation served by) 
pastor “should never exceed 
members.”

BOOK REVIEWS 


Missions at the Crossroads by T. Stan- 
ley Soltau, 103 pages, $2.50. Van Kam- 
pen Press. 

The subtitle of this book is “The in- 
digenous church—a solution for the un- 
finished task.” This is the most chal- 
lenging book of its kind that this writer 
has read in a long time. His only re- 
gret is that he did not have it to read 
before he became a missionary. This 
book would have helped him avoid 
many mistakes. The unfinished task is 
world evangelization. The book is 
written on ithe background of experi- 
ence by the author as a missionary in 
Korea for twenty-five years. He is a 
Presbyterian, but his technique can be 
used by any denomination. He reduces 
it to three words: self-government, self- 
support, and self-propagation. This is 
the program for the indigenous church. 
Its implications are discussed clearly 
and vividly and supported by examples 
and illustrations. The author believes 
that in many instances missionaries 
have been too slow to apply the above 
technique. Few will deny that.. Today 
these principles are forced upon mis- 
sion fields in many places, and nation- 
als must take over work for which they 
do not have adequate training ‘and ex- 
perience. “The goal of the foreign mis- 
sionary,’ must be “to make himself un- 
necessary.” This book can be recom- 
mended to anyone interested in for- 
eign missions, but especially to Board 
members. It should be read by every 
foreign missionary and every canididate 
for service in other lands. It will also 
be profitable for study in missions 
classes in seminaries and colleges.

confined to her bed, she was enabled, through her cour- 
ageous spirit, to make a fine silk quilt and also make 
silk book-marks, with Scripture verses printed on them, 
which she sold and devoted the proceeds to carry on 
mission work in foreign lands. Thousands of dollars 
were raised and several missionaries sent out. When 
people heard of her sacrificial efforts they gladly sup- 
ported her work, and the result was that thousands were 
brought to Christ. 

When she reached middle age God called her home. 
Her going was nothing less than triumphant. To her 
loved ones at her bedside she said, “Do not weep, it is 
sweet to die and go home.” One who knew her weil 
said of her: “Her consecration, her spiritual victories 
and her continued service of love in long-continued suf- 
fering sent forth an education and inspirational influ- 
ence to the ends of the earth.” 

The life of Lizzie Johnson—for that was her name—- 
is a fine example of Paul’s teaching about the “outer 
nature wasting away, and the inner nature being re- 
newed every day.” This renewing of the inner nature, 
while the body is gradually wasting away, is a most 
heartening thought, as the Christian looks forward to 
the life beyond the grave. The true life of the Christian 
is revealed in those soul qualities which Paul calls the 
fruit of the Spirit: “Love, joy, peace, patience, kindness, 
goodness, faithfulness, gentleness, self-control” (Gal. 5: 
22-RSV). The body, with its weaknesses, is numbered 
among the transient (temporal) things, but the “inner 
nature,’ the true Christian character, manifested by 
love, joy, goodness, etc., is eternal—abides forever. 

The Christian should take heart and repeat with Paul: 
“Though our outer nature is wasting away, our inner 
nature is being renewed every day. For this slight mo- 
mentary affliction is preparing for us an eternal weight 
of glory beyond all comparison, because we look not to 
the things that are seen but to the things that are un- 
seen; for the things that are seen are transient, but the 
things that are unseen are eternal.” (II Cor. 4:16-%8- 
RSV.)

Dear Sudan Friends: 

I would like to write a few lines of thank you to the many 
friends who have sent letters, cards, and gifts to my husband, 
who is so very ill. He has had a very difficult week of pain 
and sickness, but is resting easier today. So many ask: “Will 
he recover?” My reply can only be as our black friends say: 
“Allah ya ‘sani,”—“Only God alone knows.” I believe that 
he will recover and visit his old friends. I believe some of 
you miss him as much as he misses you. We receive so many 
calls asking when he will visit. God will answer and give 
him new health to meet a new challenge. Africa calls him 
also to come back and visit his spiritual children. I also feel 
that they need him. God is the Ruler and He will do what 
is best. 

Yes, dear friends, I wish you could jssee tthe great number 
of letters we receive from our boys and girls in Sudan. Such 
love and appreciation as they express. How can young men 
stay here in U.S.A. when such people are begging for help? 
You know that three of our former personal boys are now 
pastors among their own people. They cry to us for men to 
come and help them teach ithe Bible. They want Bible study 
and personal evangelism. 

Pastor Theodore, my husband’s first Bachama boy, has 
written such a fine account of the new African ‘Church into 
which our congregations have now been organized. He says 
it is wonderful to see how the Christians have united with 
new interest and responsibility, since they are on their own. 

The first really joint meeting with other branches of the 
Sudan mission has just been held. Miss Jacobsen and our 
boys iall write that it was a thrill to meet so many fellow 
workers, and to feel ithe unity of purpose and power. The 
Christians must unite or the Mohammedans will gain full 
political control in 1956 when the new government comes in- 
to power. Now the Christians are uniting to elect Christians 
as their representatives in the government. Recently Jonas 
was elected with a large majority over a Mohammedan. It 
was a great event in Numan. There was rejoicing and sing- 
ing of hymns all night. Next year all evangelical Christians 
‘plan to meet for a great convention to prove to the govern- 
ment that there are many Christians in Northern Nigeria. Our 
Pastor Ezra is one of the leaders. He reads English well and 
studies sermons and Bible studies in English. He really 
knows his Bible. They are gifted speakers when they have 
been trained. Why, oh why, will our young men refuse to 
amswer the call to teach them? I believe they will have to 
hang their heads in shame before Jesus some day, because 
they have not been man enough to answer the call to “Go,” 
when He spoke to them, 

The Lamurde station, where the Pastors’ Training center 
will be, is a very active place just now. Nathan, our head 
master, wrote that there is a real awakening of interest in 
school and in Bible study. They have over 200 children in 
the school there now. They are also busy building a church. 
It will have to seat 700 people. It is a big task. He wrote that 
it is really a miracle how the work is going ahead. He says 
that it has been wonderful to observe the unity of spirit and 
purpose in all the work. They are also surprised at the a- 
mount of money coming in for material. They have had little 
assistance from ithe outside, and little missionary supervision. 
Pray for them that they may be kept faithful.

tian Andersen Festival, to be held in 
the Dana Gym, April 15, has almost 
everyone in a buzz of talk or activity. 
Members of the Junior Class and The 
American Scandinavian Foundation, 
who are cO-sponsoring the festival are 
kept literally running around in cir- 
cles. Their spirit of festivity and ac- 
tivity seems to be infectious, for both 
students on the campus and people 
down town are asking, “What’s going 
on at Dana? What’s going to happen 
on April 15?” 

Highlights of the Festival Program 
include a Danish folk dancing exhibi- 
tion; a ballet based on Andersen’s 
fairy tale, “The Swineherd”; vocal mu- 
sic by the Dana College Choir, The 
Men’s Glee Club, and ithe Women’s 
Chorus; and instrumental music by 
Rev. F. O. Lund, violinist with the 
Sioux City Symphony Orchestra. 

On the morning of April 2, the 150th 
anniversary of Andersen’s birth in O- 
dense, Denmark, a tree planting cere- 
mony was held on the campus to com- 
memorate jthe Danish author’s birth- 
day. Dana’s salute was one among 
many—in sixty countries Andersen’s 
birthday was celebrated at civic cere- 
monies. The City Council of Odense 
sent Dana five beech trees which were 
planted in a Hans Christian Andersen 
Memorial Grove on the campus. Scan- 
dinavian Airlines System and United 
Air Lines provided air space for the 
trees from Copenhagen to Omaha. 

From the tall tower of historic Old 
Main the Danish flag flew with the 
American flag, something that had not 
happened since the visit here in 1939 
of the present King and Queen of Den- 
mark. On the hillside between Old 
Main and Pioneer Memorial stood an- 
other American flag, and guarding 
each of the beech trees before plant- 
ing stood a small Danish flag. Ait the 
entrance to the grove area a large 
poster tribute to Andersen carried out 
the Ugly Duckling theme. 


From the tower of Old Main the 
bells of Budolfi Church, Aalborg, Den- 
mark, chimed the melody used for An- 
dersen’s poem, “Jutland, Washed by 
Double Waters.” The record had been
